LONDON, August 10.—The Times' 


correspondent at Cavite with Green's 
Brigade under date of August 3d says: 


A heavy monsoon has been blowing 


since Sunday and deluges of rain have 
Krcatly increased tbe difficulty of land- 
ing and moving the United States 
troops and multiplied the discomforts 
In camps, which were already almost 
unendurable. 


As I anticipated. General Green's 


brigade is the first of the active land 
Campaign. 
Already the troops are in 


•constant and close touch with the en- 
•emy. 
On Friday morning a battalion 


•consisting of tbe first Colorado, under 
Lieutenant Colonel McCoy, with four 
guns of the Utah battery, commanded 
by Captain Toung, grandson of the 
Mormon prophet, occupied the line fifty 
yards in advance of the Insurgents be- 
tween the beach and Calle Real and 
1300 yards from a formidable earth- 
work situated at the southern end of 
Malatc, tbe foreign residents! quar- 
ter of Manila. 
After sixteen hours of 


• continuous labor the work of entrench- 
••ment was completed. 


Saturday was comparatively quiet 


»nd so was Sunday until 
nightfall, 


•when the Tenth Pennsylvania, Colonel 
Hawkins commanding, occupied the 
•trenches after some desultory picket 
-firing. 
At 11.30 p.m. the enemy, eati- 


•znaieti at 2500 stroriy, opened fire vigor- 
ously under cover of the dense under- 
grrowth. 
The Spaniards were hidden 


by the floods of rain. 
The Pennsyl- 


vanians met the attack'wlth a succes- 
sion of volleys, covering their right 
with two companies stationed in tho 
swamp beyond the entrenchments. 


After about three-quarters of an hour 


two companies of the Third regiment 
artillery, under Major O'Hara, arrived 
at double quick time to relieve the 
Pennsylvania, whose ammunition was 
almost exhausted. They soon silenced 
.the enemy's fire. 


• The First California, under Colonel 
'Smith, and the First Colorado, under 
•Colonel Hale, acted as supports. 
The 


-affair lasted two hours. 
But notwith- 


standing the tremendous fusillade and 
*he he.avy shell fire, only ten Americans 
-Were kiled and forty-six wounded, 
though there were some casualties: 
among the supports, while during the 
Advance of the batalions the only offi- 
.cers wounded ivere Captain Richter of 
the First California, wounded seriously 
4n the head, and Captain Hobbs of the 
-•Third artillery, wounded slightly. 


Although the engagement scarcely 


attained the importance of a batle, it 
thoroughly tested the qualities of the 
United States troops and had an excel- 
lent effect, stimulating their zeal and 
enthusiasm and inspiring them with 
.confidence. 


-ANNOTING TACTICS. 


The 'Spaniards, whose losses In the 


•engagement are'not known, arc using 
tactics intended to irritate the Amer- 
icans. 
Every night they maintain an 


annoying fire. 
They have now got tho 


true range of the earthworks and their 
shell and shrapnel fire is very accur- 
ate.

No attack has yet been made on the 


Spanish line, but the Americans now 
occupy the trenches formerly held by 
tho insurgents, 


FAMINE IK MANILA. 


MANILA, July 30. (via. Hong Kong 


August 9.)--The scarcity of food no\\ 
affects even the richest classes In Man 
ila. 
There ts no meat, bread or flour 


except very small reserves, chiefly lait 
under 
requisition 
for tlie Spanish 


troops. 


The newspapers, though rigidly cen- 


sored, admit that the famine and un- 
precedented rains are causing an ep- 
idemic. 
They pretend that the disor- 


ders are trivial intestinal ailments; bu 
it is believed most of them are dysen- 
tery due to wretched food, and danger- 
ous character of the water. A number 
of important persons are 11L 


An abattoir has been established foi 


slaughtering horses and dogs. 
The 


newspapers admit that military bakers 
are reduced to tbe necessity of using 
rice, the stock of which will shortly be 
exhausted. 


The stock of fuel, too, is almost ex- 


hausted and the bakers are burning 
doors and window frames. 
It is im- 


possible to eat uncooked rice. 


A decree has been issued authorizing 


the entry of private premises and tbe 
seizure of cattle and horses there for a 
nominal payment made In worthless 
drafts. 
Several animals belonging to 


British owners have 
been 
taken, 


though there was plenty belonging to 
Spanish owners that had not been 
seized. An attempt was made to seize 
the indispensable pony of the consular 
physician and considerable indignation 
has been expressed. 
There may pos- 


sibly be more trouble over it. 


IGNORANT INSURGENTS. 


MANILA, July 30, (via. Hong Kong, 


Aueuss 9.)—There has been some desul- 
tory firing. The insurgents deny that 
they bave offered to join the Spaniards 
against the Americans, insisting that 
their offer was only to avoid bloodshed, 
in the hope of reconciling some of tbe 
Spaniards to renounce their allegiance 
to Spain by Inducing the Americans not 
to bombard the city. 


It ts alleeed In a dispatch officially 


published here that Germany is combin- 
ing with Russia to prevent the cap- 
ture of Manila, and that therefore. Ad- 
miral Dcwoy and General Merritt will 
refrain from attacking; the city; th:.* 
the American resources are exhausted, 
that Admiral Cervera, on issuing from 
Santiago harbor, was victorious and 
captured Admiral Sampson, afterward 
bombarding American ports and. that 
the Cherokees and negroes "in the Uni- 
ted States have rebelled; that McKin- 
ley had been mobbed; that Admiral 
Camara is at Singapore, that he Is 
going to land in the south Philippines; 
that the allied Spanish fleets will anni- 
tiilatt; Admiral Detvey and finally that 
thf climate is decimating the American 
soldiers. 


A SHARP SHOOTER'S KHROR. 
LONTK5N, August 10-The correspond- 


ent of the Times at Cavite under date 
of August 1st says: "Yesterday I vis- 
ited Camp Dfiwey and the American 
entrenchments before Malate. 
Cap- 


tain Grant and Captain Toung of the 
Utah artilery were busily engaged 
throwing up advanced earth works for 
guns, under.protection of the Nebraska 
volunteers. 
From the upper floor of 


an European house forming an align- 


ient with the earth works, I was ob- 


serving the Spanish positions, when a 
Nebraska sharp shooter beside me fired 
the first shot discharged by the Amer- 
icans upon the Spaniards, who were 
crouching in the forward trench. 


This was contrary to General Mer- 


rltt's orders. He had forbidden an ag- 
gressive attitude unless the Spaniards 
advanced. 
The Insurgents, now in 


force inland on the right of the Ameri- 
can lines, also opened fire, the Span- 
iards replying briskly with quick firing 
guns and rifles, but their shooting was 
high and their shots fell half a mile be- 
yond the entrenchments, where a col- 
ored volunteer picket was hit by a 
Mauser bullet. 


PLATING CARDS UNDER FIRE. 
Personally, I was impressed by the 


nonchalant demeanor of the Americans 
in the fighting line. 
They were like 


ligh-spirited youths on a picnic. "Whole 
groups lying in the second line were 
playing cards. 
Had the Spaniards, 


who were unaccountably non-aggres- 
sive during the American landing and 
advance, dropped shrapnel from 
the 


Malate forts they would have wrought 
.erible havoc, one house forming a con- 
spicuous mark being within easy sun 
range. 


MEDDLESOME AGUINALDO. 


The return to camp was exciting, but 


effected -without mishap. 
The natives 


follow the American advance, occupy- 


the house within the fighting lines. 


General Aguinaldo's guerrillas caused 
the Americans considerable trouble. 
While I was in camp. Information was 
received that a party of California vol- 
unteers, engaged in felling timber, had 
beer, arrested by the insurgents. Col- 
onel Smith under General Green's in- 
structions, ordered out an armed de- 
tachment, which released the prisoners 
and brought the insurgents into Camp 
Dewcy. 
General Green sent a message 


to General Agulnaldo. aaylng that If 
the Americans vrere further molested, 
ho would disarm the whole Filipinos. 


THK MONTEREY AT MANILA. 
NEW YORK, August 9.-A copyright- 


ed dispatch to the World dated Manila, 
August 4, Via, Hong Kong, August 9, 
says: 


The United States monitor Monterey 


arrived here today. 
Manila will fall 


as soon as the Monadnock cornea here. 


She is expected by next Thursday.

Third artillery, engineers, signal corps 
and California, Colorado. Nebraska, 
Pennsylvania volunteers and Utah bat- 
tery. 


The two brigades number 9000 men. 
Oregon troops garrison Cavite. 


SITUATION CRITICAL.

with by the bearishness of the crowd.

the Japanese cruisers Matsushima and 
Takasaga, which have since gone from 
Manila, had a conference with the 
Junta last Saturday, In the course of 
which they asserted that they were au- 
thorized by the Japanese government 
to offer to supply General Aguinaldo 
with arms and ammunition gratis in 
the event of America abandoning the 
Philippines and the Insurgents wishing 
to fight for independence. 


The Junta did not reply to the offer 


and the Japanese will repeat it to Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo on their arrival at Ma- 
nila.

NAVAL PROMOTIONS.

A step was made in this direc- 


tion today by the submission to the 
President of the recommendations by 
the secretary of the navy for the ad- 
vancement of all the officers of Samp- 
son's fleet who distinguished them-1 
selves. 
It was announced some time 


ago that a board would be appointed 
to decide on all promotions to be rec- 
ommended, but for some reason this 
plan seems to have been abandoned, so 
far as some of the chief officers were 
concerned. 
REINFORCEMENTS FOR MERRITT. 


General Merrill's force In the Philip- 


pines is to be Increased by the 7000 
troops now at San Francisco, which 
will be sent as soon as transports can 
he obtained. Secretary Alger said'to- 
day that 2000 troops would sail at once. 
The department has not 
sufficient 


transports at hand to convey the re- 
maining GOOO at present, but the secre- 
tary says that with those already ar- 
rived and on the sea, together with 
the 2000 which are to leave San Fran- 
cisco at once, General Merritt will have 
a force of 18,000 men and there will be 
no hurry for the embarkation of the 
remaining troop". The department has 
had an offer of two ships to transport 
the troops, but considered the price 
asked excessive and It is probable the 
return of the transports that first went 
to Manila will be awaited. 
The secrT- 


tary today cabled General Merritt. ask- 
inn him when it was expected that the 
transports would return to San Fran- 
elseo. and if they are likely to reach 
thai jioint within three weeks, their re- 
turn will be awaited, as It will take 
ai least that length of lime to get new 
transports in readiness to carry troops.

WASHINGTON. August ll.-Kans 


for the temporary government of Cuba 
and the terrltor which will be acquires 
from Spain as a result of the war are 
now uuik-r serious consideration by th° 
President and members of the eaUnot. 
Porto Itico as an actual acquisition to 
the territory of the United States will 
be placed In charge of a military gov- 
ernor who will exercise a supervisory 
control of all the functions of govern- 
ment to vote for whoever he pleases to 
represent under the direction of the 
President until Congress shall deter- 
mine upon a permanent form 01' gov- 
ernment for the islands. 


The President under the constitution 


has no authority to go beyond this pre-- 
Hminary or temporary stage of the es- 
tablishment of any system of govern- 
mental control, and although it is al- 
together probablethat In hismessage to 
congress on the subject he will exercise 
his .constitutional privilege of making 
recommendations, upon Congress alone 
will devolve the responsibility and duty 
of determining the character of the po- 
itlcal relations which Porto Rico shall 
permanently bear to the United States. 


There are reasons why the President 


himself favors a colonial form of gov- 
ernment and this view Is shared by 
members of the cabinet. Canada IB no- 
ted as being a model colonial govern- 
ment, satisfactory alike to the major- 
ity of its people and to the mother 
country. 
This system, however, it Is 


jelteved. can be put Into operation on- 
y after the lapse of a considerable pe- 
riod and after the people have dem- 
onstrated satisfactorily their ability to 
govern themselves, intelligently, In all 
ocal matters. 
Upon the evacuation of Cuba It IB be- 


leved to be tbe intention of the Presi- 
dent to establish for the whole island 
a temporary military government; sim- 
ilar to that now in operation at Santi- 
ago. 
When order has been fully re- 


stored and the people have settled 
down to their peaceful occupations, It 
s believed to be'the view of the Presi- 
dent that a convention of the repre- 
sentatives of the people should be 
called to vote on the question of a form 
o£ government for the Island. The pres- 
ence of the army of the TTnitpd States 
would be a guarantee that every citi- 
zen who would subscribe to an oath by 
ilmself to support whatver form o* 
government that would be decided up- 
on, should have the unquestioned right 
:o vote for whoever ho please? to rep- 
respnt him at the convention. The 
action of this body, would, however, 
have to be submitted to the U-ited 
States for approval or disapproval. 


It is pointed out that this convention 


of representatives of the whole people 
n the free exercise of *balr choice 
might express a wish to become a col- 
onial dependency of the United States, 
or might favor a Republican form of 
jovernment of possibly a majority 
might ask to be annexed to the United 
States. 
Tn any of these contingencies, 


t is believed that their wish would 
meet the approval of the President and 
tis advisors.

WASHINGTON, August 1L—The As- 


sociated Press bulletin from Madrid 
announcing that the Spanish cabinet 
had approved the peace protocol and 
that the French embassador would re- 
ceive instructions to sign it was very 
gratifying to the administration, but it 
Was expected that would be the course 
of the Spanish government. It la con- 
fidently expected that the signatures 
will be affixed to this document tomor- 
mor and Immediately thereafter both 
government! will begin carrying out Us 
provisions. 
The first will be the ces- 


sation of hostilities, followed immedi- 
ately by the occupation of Manila by 
General Merritt and the United States 
troops under his command; the occu- 
pation of San Juan by General Miles 
and the evacuation of that island by 
the Spanish forces. • 


It is believed that there will be de- 


lay In the evacuation of Havana, Ma- 
tanzas and other Spanish strongholds 
In .Cuba as some difficulties are antici- 
pated In arranging for a proper form 
of government of Cuba and because 
there is no desire to hurry American 
troops into the island at the present 
time; the preference being to wait for 


joler weather. 
The jiaar approach of the signing of 


the protocol has required the discussion 
ot the personnel of tbe commission. 
There is good authority for the state- 
ment that Secretary Day will be at the 
head of the commission and that two 
United States senators will be mem- 
bers of it 
Senator Allen of Ohio and 


Senator Gorman of Maryland have been 
prominently mentioned for places on 
the commission and It Is known that' 
they have been, under consideration by 
the President. 


It is not believed by members of the 


administration that tbe committee can 
complete its work In time to cause an 
extra session of congress to consider 
legislation wbtch the treaty of peace 
will necessitate, although there I» a 
prospect tbat an extra session of the 
senate might be called In {November to 
Consider the treaty of peace. 
Up to the hour of midnight the Pres- 


ident had received no official communi- 
cation as to the action of tbe Spanish 
government, but is was stated by those 
who saw him tonight that he was very 
expectant that this was the last day 
of the war. 


The French embassy has as yet re- 


ceived no communication from 
Ma- 


drid authorizing M. Cambon to sign the 
protocol, but the secretaries of the em- 
bassy left orders on retiring to be 
called if any message was received and 
it will be immediately translated. 


TWO CABINET COUNCILS. 


MADRID, August 1L—10.30 p.m.—The 


day lias been diplomatically one of the 
busiest since the outbreak of the war. 
There have been two cabinet councils, 
in addition to various diplomatic con- 
ferences. 


Though the text of the protocol was 


not received until the evening was well 
advanced, the government had made 
itself fully acquainted with its contents 
through Paris. 


The matter was practically settled, as 


already cabled, at the cabinet meet- 
ing this afternoon and the receipt of 
the actual document therefore, only re- 
quired a meeting of the cabinet for a 
formal acceptance.

suggestions. 


They expect it will be signed at 


Washington tomorrow (Friday) 
and 


tbat a suspension of hostilities will be 
announced. 


Duke Almodovar de Rio, minister of 


foreign affairs, assured the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press that the 
negotiations for the peace treaty will 
take place In Paris, but he says the 
commissioners have not yet been ap- 
pointed. 


The terms of the protocol will not be 


published until the instrument hu 
been signed.

years ago great schools of fish sported 
in sparkling water. 
Persons who have 


visited the site of the lake within the 
past few days say that It has entirely 
disappeared. 
The drought this season 


and 
the diversion of 
the waters 


emptying into the lake have brought 
about this result. 


Thousands of dead fish are piled up 


in the deeper holes and the stench from 
them is overpowering and can be no- 
ticed miles away. 
Settlers near the 


lake have moved on this account. Mucli 
sickness is feared 
because of 
the 


miasma and the stPnoh from the de- 
caying fish. 


Tulare lake has receded farther and 


farther each year since the settlement 
of the country around it some twenty 
years ago. The diversion of i\\f Kings, 
Kern. Tule and other rivers, for irri- 
gation of 
the thirsty lands 
of 
th< 


plains, took the water from the lake. 
Only a few years ago the lake was from 
twenty to thirty miles across and 
about fifty miles long. 
A small steam- 


boat was run on it at one time by fish- 
ermen who always found the waters 
well stocked with the finny triue. 


Owing to the fact that the lake had 


no outlet, each year found the water 
more brackish. 
The lands around the 


lake were taken up by speculators as, 
fast as the water receded. 
Many 


frauds were perpetrated in securing 
the land, as it was taken up under the 
swamp land act, "Whole townships were 
secured and "reclaimed" by running 
lurrow on the side of the land towards 
the lake. 
The lake steadily recede 


and the land grabbers kept reaching 
out until the waters took night in 
misty vapors. 
About eight years ago 


the usually wet winter caused the wa- 
ter in the lake to rise, and the flimsy 
makeshifts at "reclaiming" were ex 
posed.

dians have a. legend in regard to this 
animal which, so the story goes, was 
fully thirty feet high. 


The lake Indians number only a few 


score now, but in former years the tribe 
boasted of hundreds of warriors. 
On 


one little island in the lake hundreds of 
Indian skeletons have 
been found. 


Skeletons are also frequently plowed 
up In the farming land around 
the 


lake. The Indians say that many years 
ago the tribe was decimated by a pes- 
tilence. 
At present the lake Indians 


are a peaceable, industrious lot. Thpy 
have a church constructed entirely by 
their own hands. 
The men farm and 


shear sheep and the women work in 
the vineyards during grape picking.

Cnrious Ways of Crocodiles and 


Alligators. 


[From the Sydney, Australia, Mail.] 
The crocodile of the Nile differs very 


little from that of the northern rivers 
of Australia, which is generally termed 
"alligator." though in reality a true 
crocodile. 
The head of a true alligator 


is broader and shorter than that of the 


icodile. 
There is aiso considerable 


differencein their teeth.and their dispo- 
sition in the jaws. 
The teeth of the 


alligator are unequal, and the larger 
of the lower caincs enters a cavity In 
the upper Jaw, while that of a crocodile 
simply fits into a groove on the out- 
side of the upper jaw, leaving the tooth 
clearly visible when the mouth of the 
monster is closed. 
There are also dif- 


ferences in the webbing of the toes and 
the form of the legs, though to the gen- 
eral observer there is little or no dif- 
ference. 
Crocodiles seem equally at 


home in salt or fresh water, while alli- 
gators do not appear to relish, -and 
rarely visit, salt waters. 
Crocodiles 


no doubt feed largely upon fish, but as 
they grow older and stronger and re- 
quire great quantities of food, they will, 
when hungry, attack anything from a 
>heep or a kangaroo to a bullock, a big 
crocodile making short work of a bul- 
lock weighing over half a ton. Some 
crocodiles measure as much as twenty- 
seven feet In length, and possess Im- 
mense strength, besides wonderful cun- 
ning and patience. 
They will lie in

animals, hardly distinguishable from a

WATER FOR IRRIGATION. 


j 
An Engineer's Plan for Settling 


Eiisting Disputes. 


During ibe past season and in sev- 


eral other years water for irrieation 


|i ['"• 
during for more than a few months has 
proved of great value to farmers who, 
under the canal system, can secure wa- 
ter nearly all the year round. 
If im- 


provements to our water 
system in 


Fresno county could be made so BE to 
irive nearly the whole county its ad- 
•vaTitafifS, would it not be worth its 
vhile to do this? 


The undersigned has studied the wa- 


ter situation and made many surveys 
•With this object in view during a num- 


.. her of years and believes that he has 


at last found a scheme by which all the 
canals can have plenty of water and by 
which all the litigation over the water 
by the different canal companies can 
be settled. 


My clan is for the canal companies 


In Fresno and Klncs counties, taking 
water from Kings river, to come to- 
' gether and settle by mutual agreement 
theli vested right to the water, what- 
ever that may be, or in some way agree 
to determine this right and then go in 
together and build a large reservoir 
to alert up all the surplus water that 
generally flows away In Kings river 
during the summer floods of May and 
Jane, and sometimes even in winter 
floods. 


The reservoir site is on the east aide 


of the Laguna grant. 
There I would 


take about 20 sections of land and con- 
struct Ip.vees on the lower side from 5 
to SO feet high which would impound the 
•water to an average depth of 15 feet 
and would contain over eight billion 
cubic feet of water, from which a ca- 
nal running 500 feet of water could run 
for four and one-half months before it 
was empty. 
This would be after al- 


lowing one-third for seepage and evap- 
oration. 
I do not believe the loss 


would be as much as this, for when 
more water was used under the "76," 
Fowltr Switch and Centervilic and 
Kingsburg canal systems, there would 
be more seepage back into the river. 
Last year measurements up the river 
showed that there was over 100 cubic 
feet more water at Kingsburg than at 
Ctnterville. 


Now as to the distribution of water 


from the reservoir. 
I would, as I said 


before, have the canal companies agree 
upon the amount each IB entitled to; 
then let the Fresno canal take H» 
share, and the Kings county compan- 
ies lake theirs out of the reservoir; 
and then let the Centerville, Kingsburg, 
Fowler Switch and "76" canal compiu.-

"The scope of the exhibition, which 


was at first intended to be entirely con- 
fined to mining, has been enlarged, and 
now embraces arts, industries, manu- 
factures, implements, food products, 
etc.. being, im fact, thoroughly compre- 
hensive. 
"This exhibition offers the opening up 


of a trade on what are undoubtedly the 
most extensive and the wealthiest cold 
fields of the world. It is under the pat- 
ronage of the Western Australian gov- 
ernment and granted the privilege of 
free railage to the exhibition and free 
bond except where exhibits are sold. 
They have also placed upon the esti- 
mates sums of money for the exhibition 
of the country's products: and more 
important atll! have asked the imperial 
government to appoint a commission. 


"The United States government will 


be asked to officially recognize the ex- 
hibition and to appoint official commis- 
sioners to represent our country in per- 
son at the exhibition. 


"A charge for space Is made of 50 


cents per square foot of floor or ground 
space and 25 cents per square foot wall 
space.

The Ex Chancellor's Family Ob- 


stinately Decline to Recognize 


the Changed Conditions. 


(Copyrighted 1S9S by Associated Press.} 


BERLIN, August 6.—The death of 


Prince Bismarck has. of course, en- 
grossed public attention throughout the 
week. 
While It cannot truthfully be 


said that the oppression created by the 
sudden death of the great chancellor 
was as deep as would have been ex- 
pected, and while there was nothing 
like general mourning visible In Ber- 
lin, yet there was unmistakeable evi- 
dences of widespread sympathy. 


The publications and 
revelations 


which so quickly followed the death of 
the Prince have naturally created a 
sensation and deep anger in 
govern- 


ment circles, and there IB still greater 
surprise and resentment at the attitude 
of the Bismarck family. 


The Emperor left nothing undone 


that could testify to his personal grief 
or the sense of greatness of the loss to 
Germany. His proclamation addressed 
to the imperial chancellor. Prince 
Hohenlohe, has given high satisfaction 
throughout the country and it is gen- 
erally admitted that magnanimity was 
required to enable his Majesty to pre 
serve such unruffled serenity In the face 
of the evident sullenness of the family. 
He devised most splendid public honors 
for the deceased statesman, and when 


•fforts to place the latter's remains 


beside his grandfather were refused the 
Emperor carried out what was possi- 
ble in the shape of a public funeral, 
regardless of the absence of any of the 
Bismarcks. 


On the whole Emperor William has 


shown great tact in the face of open 
rebuffs. 


The Vosaiche Zeitung, referring to 


the matter, says: 


"We do not wish to pass judgment, 


and only chronicle facts. 
The notice 


of the death addressed to the Emperor 
did not bear the signature of the son, 
but of the doctor. 
The Emperor com- 


manded Professor Begas to take a cast 
of the features, but the emissary of the 
sculptor was obliged to leave Fried- 
richsruhe without fulfilling his mission. 
The Emperor desired to see the body, 
but the coffin was closed before he 
could do so, although, according to the 
testimony of Professor Lentsach, nei- 
ther were the features of Prince BIB- 
marck disfigured nor were there any 
signs of decomposition. 


"When the monarch arrived at Frled- 
•ichsruhe, the ex-minister of state, 
Prince Herbert, did not appear in uni- 
form or wear his decorations, but ap- 
peared only as a private gentleman. 


"It cannot but be that the nation wll

alone that Prince Bismarck's family 
acted. The reigning German Princes 
the people and nation were prevented 
from taking any part in the funeral 
To the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weima 
and to the Grand Dukes of Hesse an 
Oldenburg Prince Herbert wired to re 
main away.

Madera, August 10, 1S9S, 


THE TEXAS FEVER 


A Chat With R. W.Carey 


of Omaha. 


How the Disease is Communicated 


to Cattle-Big Sheep 


Shipments. 


1'. \V. Carey, of Carej- Brothers, the 


Jarse siock buyeis of Otim.'ia. was in 
town yesterday. As reportiHl in the Re- 
publican, Carey Brothers last Monday 
had a baud of 23,000 cattle condemned 
at Haoford by GoTtranMot Inspector 
Kleiner, who found one case of what 
he pronounced Texas fever among a 
nt-rd of twenty-seven of the cattle 
which he examined as a test for the 
herd. The inspector found a tick, very 
much like a wood tick, on one of the 
animals and that was enough to cause 
the condemnation of the whole baud. 


The tick Is a. poisonous Insect which 


causes the fever. 
It attaches Itself 


to the animals, working Its head under 
the hide and stinging its victim. The 
siing- causes the fever from which the 
animal dies In a few days. 
The tick 


then drops off and hatches a large 
number of young, which aoon spread 
the disease among a whole band of 
cattle. 


Mr. Carey said that the report of the 


prevalence of Teias fever in California 
cattle would injure the stock business 
He did not core to state whether he 
considered the disease Texas fever or 
merely a malarial fever. 
He stated 


that he had ceased buying: cattle for 
the present, as It was too risky. 


The condemned cattle are still at 


Hanford, but will be delivered to the 
owners who will drive them back on 
the ranges. He states that all the cat- 
tle look healthy, but lie did not find any 
fault with the inspector for condemn- 
ing- the whole lot, inasmuch as those 
were his orders from the government.
